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W Have reprefented in a former Difcourfe predo- 
minant Madnefs allay’d with Folly, and in 
this I fall confider prevailing Folly {prinkled 

with Madnefs. Tho’ in the Se of contend. 
ing Ferments, while the Individuals of this Kind 
are yet in Embrio, the wild and furious Principles 
are at laft overpower’d, and the crude and fleg- 
matick get the Dominion, yet there {till remains 
inter{pers’d in their Compofition fome glimmering 
Streaks of Mother Wit, and Difcoveries of the 
elemental Madman. 


As thofe Produdtions in which the Madman is 
not half tam’d, and but flightly hamper’d with 
the Fool, may be denominated Lunatick Wits 5 fo 
where the Madman is fhrackled, by being threugh- 
ly work’d and kneaded into the Fool, 1f the Ba- 
lance 1s confiderable on the Side of the later, fince 
the Denomination muft always arife from the pre- 
vailing Quality, this Kind may juftly be call’d Lu- 


natick Fools. 
Asin the general by the firft fundamental Set- 


tlement in thefe Complexions, the greateit Share 


of Authority is lodg’d in the Fool, and the Mad- 
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man, who is apt to be {editious, is manacled, and. 
kept under Hatches ; fo the exuberant Fertility of 
thefe dull Animals is determin’d to various Species, 
Jiraited by their peculiar Ideotifms and Characters 
of Stupidity. This Temperament of Dominion 
keeps the Foo! from being abfolute ; for tho’ the 
Government of the Man be intrufted with him, 
and the Paffions and Appetites commonly are obe- 
dient to his DiStates, yet the Madman will often 
break loofe: Tho’ buried in a Flegmatick Heap, 
like Encelacus under tna, he will now and then 
fhake himfelf, and ftriving to get free, make ter- 
rible Commotions ; and it is from the different 
Proportions of Strength fettled upon tac Madman 
by the original Compaét, and the various Limita- 
tions under which the Fool muft act in different 
Perfons, that thefe effential Diftin&ons arife which 
difcriminate the numerous Branches of this witlefs 


Kind. 


A perfeé&t Enumeration of them is impra<ticable ; 
for what Imagination has Compafs enough to con- 
tain the infinite Variety of ridiculous and abfurd 
Animals produc’d by the different Combinations of 
Madne/s and Folly, diverfify’d by the Mixture of other 


Qua- 








Qualities 2, The princapal Denominations are the 
‘Blockheads, Sots, Dotards, Blunderers, Halt- 
Ideots, perpetual Laughers, Cullies, and the Cx- 
reflcting, who are in a Surprize at any Event, 
and are known by the frequent Ute of thar filly 
and unavailing Sencrence, IVho0 would have thought 
it 2? Moft of thefe enjoy a fteddy and immutable 
Dulneis, while the Fooi is always uniform and 
confiitent in his AQtions ; but many of them, ac- 
cording as:the Moon, Wine, hot Seafons or vio- 


lent Provucations roufe their Spirits,* exprefs a’ 


great Inequality of Folly, and their Stupidity 1s 
interrupted by Lunatick Intervals, as now and then 
they feel a Paroxitm of the Madman. 


Thave before nam’d'an eminent Species of this 
Race, ‘That of crafty Biockheads, where the Lu- 
natick Ferment feems fo opprefs’d with flugeith 
Humours, anid 'the Madman fo perféétly difguis’d, 
that at the firft Converfation you imagine th Fool 
is pure and entire 5 but if you come to drive a 
Bargain, and think to take an Advantage.of hits 
want of Senfe, you are undeceiv’d, and find that 
he is more Knave than Fool. 


As the Muidus Untelligibilis of Lunatick Wits afid 
other ‘Tribes of a whimftcal and irregular Genius 
lics in a Lone parcht by too much Ixtellatina’ Heat 5 
whence a is dry, and their Spirits are 
fir'd and rarify’d to Excefs: So, on the contrary, 


thefe Pwotian Territories, which are barren of 


Underftanding, are extended in a frigid Climate, 
and -are vifited but with weak and langu flung 
Rays ; whence the Spirits are benumb’d, and hut 
half animated, and being encumber d and iny« dd 
in crude and heavy Humours, the Min... +s 
torpid, and unable to exert any bright O pe: i- 
tions; and as in the Cafe of Lunatick Wits, 1» 
Madman has Dominion over the Head, and the 
Fool over the Actions, fo here the Reverfe offen 
happens, while the Fool reigns in the Head, and 


the Madman in the Life, 


There is another Species in whom the Fool is 
mighty prevalent, who however from a certain 


Participation oF Eunacy feel a violent Inclination 
to be reputed Nien vi Parts. Hence they are 
prompted by a refitticls Initinct to court the Ac- 
guaintance of Men ot Wat. ‘Uhey eageriy crowd 
about the Criticks ot the firit Kank, that lead the 
Tatte of the Lown, determine the Fate of Wri- 
ters, anc dea’ out Etteem and Praife at Difcretion. 
They believe that the Keputation of shaving en- 
coy'd the Company,.and heard the Difcourtes of 
fuch applauded Pertons, is futhcient to elevate them 


~above the Vulgar,’and to rankthem at leaft in 


fome fubaltern Order of Wits. Tho’ thef Perfons 
have enough of the Madman in their Mixture to 
make them aipire to this high Converfation, yet 
they have fuch a Redundancy of the Fool, that 
they cannot difcern they are a itandino Jeit amon 


thole {uperior Men, whote Favour they follicit. 


There is, on the contrary, another-Clan of thefe 
Artimals, who have a gteat Over-balance of the 
Fool, and a flight Dafh of the Madman workd 
up with a four melancholy Leven, whence -their 
Temper is always dull, morofe and cloudy. Asa 
Perfon of this Conflitution is incapable of livel 
Imagination and-pleafant-Humour; fo he detefts 
nothing more than Wit and Raillery. His Brain 
isencompris’a with a Ponce of fuch impenetrable 
Thicknacis, and ass Spirits fo clog’d with Dregs, 


and igufl ¢ up in Fleom, that his Head is inac- 
eitbe to all the Powers ot Senfe and Ingenuity. 
Tic loets upon a Wit to be ro more than a merr 


Fool, a triling Animal, form’d by Nature, like 
‘ae Monky, for no other Purpole than to make 
People .augh. ‘Thefe Feilows are either great 
Meonseers m Bufinefs, and flavifh Projefors of 
Wealtl, or haughty ind indolent in the Enjoy- 
ment of an overgrown Fortune. If you name a 
Man of bright Parts in their Company, the firft 
Que‘tion they ask ts. What ss he worth 2 It is plea- 
fanc to fee with what a fupercilious Arrogance they 
pretend to look down on Qualities, which in 
Jruth are above them; and with how imperti- 
nent a Satisfaction they defpife what they are not 
ble to attain. 
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
